S. Arrangements were made between group Leader Francis Waters 
and Warden Mancixsi by which Agents Bmrtem and Ciovia© and I 
would go to the prison and attempt to perform close surveillance 
of CAST1SLLABS *M conversation with SSCACjLXA, with the help of 
technical aids.
